Referring to investigation of the 
city primary, the jury pointed out that 
it went so far as to count the ballots 
cast in several wards, and while it did 
not find evidence of corruption or 
fraud, sufficient inaccuracies were dis- 
elosed to justify a request to the city 
democratic executive committee

“Under the laws governing primary 
elections in this state, only the man- 
agers of such elections are restrained 
from doing certain things, and there 
appears to be no law restraining the 
voter. Under the present circum- 
stances, a yoter may deliberately cast 
his vote more than one time in the 
same primary without committing any 
offense against the law. 

“We, therefore, recommend that ap- 
propriate laws be passed to cover such 
offenses and to otherwise safeguard 
the ballot insofar as the individual 
voter is concerned.” 

Mr. Morris Friday night hailed the 
action of the grand jury as a sub- 
stantiation of his contentions that he 
was “fraudulently” defeated 
election, 

“Even though the grand jury found 
itself powerless to indict individuals | 
for voting twice, 
tering and casting their ballots and 
scores of others fur irregu!arities, there 
can be no doubt but that the jury 
found that these conditions existed, xy 
Mr. Morris said, 

“There was a series of violations of | 


the laws, which 
to provide peualties for and of course 
nothing can be done. I believe that 
the executive committee will take cog- 
nizance of these, and will make the 
recount in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the jury. 

“Il have not yet seen a copy of the 
presentments of the grand jury and, 
therefore, cannot say just what I will 
de about their recommendation con- 
cerning the primary,’ Mr. Wall said. 
*“T will submit the entire matter to 
the executive committee, however, and 
will abide by what that body decides 
to do. We want to be fair, and if 
there have been flagrant violations of 
the rights of any candidate, as has 
been charged, then I feel sure the 
committee will grant the recount. We 
ean not meet before W ednesday or 
Thursday of next week.’

Price of Gasoline 
Slashed Two Cents 
By Two Companies 


Pan-American and Wof- 
ford Oil Companies An- 
nounce Reduction Effec- 
tive This Morning, 


OTHER COMPANIES 
LIKELY TO FOLLOW 


Reduced Price To Apply 
to All Parts of State, 
Say Company Officials. 


Reduction of 2 cents per gallon in 
the price of gasoline effective this 
morning throughout Georgia was an- 
nounced Friday night by the Pan- 
American Petroleum corporation and 
the Wofford Oil company. This reduc- 
tion will bring the retail gasoline price 
from 27 to 25 cents per gallon and the 
tank wagon price from 24 to 22 cents. 

The Pan-American, which covers 
yeorgia with a network of wholesale 
stations and retail dealers and ‘s one 
of the largest petroleum concerns in 
the world, was first to announce the 
reduction. Informed of it, Wiley L. 
Moore, head of the Wofford company 
here, announced that his company 
would make a similar cut this morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Moore gave no reason for the 
Wofford cut, further than to say that 
it would become effective this morn- 
ing. 

It was generally believed that the 
two-cent reduction would be¢ome gen- 
eral here immediately. 

Guy Wilby, of the Gulf company, 
said he had received no orders to 


cut the price of gasoline trom his 
headquarters, and that no reduction 
would be made until the order was 


received, 

J. EK. Edwards, of the Reed Oil 
company, said that R. N. Reed, head 
of the concern, would retufn to At- 
lanta today from a busines trip north 
and would take immediate action for 
his concern.

Development of a second unprece- 
dented complication in the Baldwin 
county contest between Marion H.,

Oklahoma City., Okla., October 2°. 
(P)—After months of ‘ork in which 
thousands of dollars was spent, the 
government today convicted William 
K. Hale, northern Oklahoma cattle 
man and alleged leader of a murder 
conspiracy that streck terror into the 
Osage tribe of Indians several years 
azo. 

Hale. known as the “king of the 
Osage hills.” and John Ramsey, a 
cowboy farmer, were found guilty by 
a jury in federal court on a charge 
of slaying Henry Roan, an Osage, who 
was shot to death. the government 
eharged, so that Hale could collect 
$25,000 insurance which he carried on 
the Indian's life. The jury imposed 
life sentences.

Among the signs which 
at least arouse suspicion, if the pa- 
tient is of such class, are headache, 
pallor, lowered nutrition, digestive dis- 
turbances and odd symptoms which 
are politely designated as “neuras- 
thenic,”’ 

If you happen to have an assort- 
ment of such symptoms about your 
person, never mind about the neu- 
rasthenic part-—we are all neuras- 
thenic as the dickens now and again 
—<dont start yelling that you ve been 
gassed. First, have you been exposed 
to gas polluted air long hours every 
day, like a traffic cop in an ante- 
diluvian town where automatic sig- 
nals are new-fangled contraptions? 
Vell and good—or too bad, then the 
next thing is to go to the doctor and 
let him make a blood test. 

Characteristic thing about the pal- 
lor or apparent anemia of chronie 
carbon monoxid poisoning is that 
when the doctor comes to a count of 
the red blood corpuscles he finds a 
high count, a good five million or 
more, right up to the normal number, 
whereas in ordinary anemia of sueci 
degree as the pallor would suggest 
the red corpuscles are generally 
duced to three million or less 
cubie milimeter of blood.

Sometimes that is readily ae- 
complished by simple improvement in 
ventilation, or by the aid of electric 
fans. No specifie antidote has been 
found. The victim of chronic earbon 
monoxid poisoning must win back to 
health by putting in as much as pos-

Chest Questions Answered 


Why So Much Investigation? 

A grandfather of two children now 
being supported by the community, 
opined that the Georgia Children’s 
Home society inquiry as to whether 
he could pay their board was imperti- 
nent. 

“What do you do with this Com- 
munity Chest? Isn't it given to sup- 
port children like those?’ was the 
trend of his response. 

In their reply to the grandfather, 
the Georgia Children’s Home society 
puts so clearly the whole principle 
of such cases that it is quoted here: 

“You are yourself a contributor to 
the Community Chest. As a contribu- 
tor, would you wish us to spend your 
money for the support of another 
man’s children without inquiring as 
to whether that man is himself able 
to support them? And if he claimed 
he was not able to support them, 
would you think it impertinent for 


us to inquire as to the amount of his | 
| fathers, 


income, and as to how much rent he 
has to pay, and as to whether he 
owns his home, and as to how many 
dependents he has? We think you 
would agree with us that when a 
man asks the public to support his 
dependents, we have a right to that 
information. 

“Consider it from another angle. 
you were in our position, 
charged with the responsibility of 
administering publie charity funds. A 
man asks you to pay nearly $500 a 
year to support children for whose 
support the law holds that man re- 
sponsible, Would you feel justified 
in paying from the public funds in 
your charge $500 a year for perhaps 


10 or 12 years, or a total of $5,000 
to $6,000, simply on that man’s un- 
supported statement that he is not 
able to support his children or his 
grandchildren? Would you not feel 
obliged to get the facts as to the 
man’s financial situation? 

_“The Georgia Children’s Home so- 
ciety has nearly 800 children under 
its care. More than 500 of these are 
in private family homes. If we were 
to meet the entire cost of the board of 
those children, we would require $50,- 
OUO per year for that purpose from 
the Community Chest. Instead of 
that, we are this year allowed $25,000. 
It becomes absolutely necessary, 
therefore, for us to get from those 
responsible for these children as larga 
a share as possible of the cost of 
their support. 

“In the case of the Blank children, 
there are only three persons legally 
responsible for their support. They 
are the mother and the two grand- 
The elder Mr. Blank is al- 
ready contributing a small amount to- 
wards their support, and we believe 
he cannot do more. We believe the 
mother can do no more than pay for 
the board of herself and provide cloth- 
ing for the three. That leaves only 
you to be considered. We do not know 
how much you are able to do. But 
we do know that you are employed 
regularly, and we have no facts to 
support your claim that you are un- 
able to pay anything towards their 
board. We are asking you for those 
facts. If they disclose that you are 
unable to pay anything, we shall be 
entirely satisfied to continue as we 
have been doing.”

Dark, formal depths of the United 
States district court room, in whose 
echoless mahagony precincts power- 
ful dramas have been enacted and

In the brief period he peered into 
the frightened eyes of the boy, Judge 
Sibley read something of the lad’s 
soul, seeing a mute appeal for an- 
other chance, a promise to go straight, 
in the eyes which faced him. Judge 
Sibley spoke and his words were 
these: “You shall have another chance, 
Sentence is suspended.” 

Searcely realizing that he was a 
free man but with his shoulders 
squared to meet a world unafraid in 
the newer opportunity offered him 
by a man who could have shut him 
within prison walls aad taken the 
better part of his life, the youth left 
‘the court room. ‘The district at- 
‘'torney, whose job it is to prosecute 
[all law violators to the last ditch, 
‘then proved that he also had the _le- 
‘ment of compassion and pity in his 
| make-up, for he said to a newspaper 
man: “Please don’t use his name. 
The judge has given him a chance, 
and the least we can do is to help him 
take advantage of it.”
